SHANSI OFFENSIVE. 


Long Drawn Out Conflict Is’ Expected. 


WHAT 1S HAPPENING ON YANGTSZE. 


Fengtien reinforcements are pouring out' in trainloads from 
Peking towards that part of the Great Wall-of, China where the 
latest. war has broken out. That the campaign will be on a large 
scale is indicated, but a very significant report is that the Fengtien 
forces are: withdrawing towards Peking. Latest developments along

DANGER TO PEKING ? 


Peking, Yesterday. 

It ix reliably reported that the 
Fengtien forces have evacuated 
Kalgan and are ‘withdrawing  to- 
wards Nankow Pass.—-Reuter.

LAND PESTS... 


Ravages ‘of, Noxiou 
Plants. 


A FIGHTING FORCE.. 
Australia Lost An Acre a Minute 
London, Yesterday. 

The Imperial, Agriculture Re- 
search Conference, the first of its 
kind, opens’ in Londén ‘to-mor 
row. Some 170 delegates’ from 
all parts of the British Empire 
will be present and the confer- 
ence will last a month, which 
time will be occupied ‘with big 
programme of discussions of com- 
mittee work and visits to numer- 
ous research stations in the 
country, 7 US. 

One of the most important sub- 
jects on the agenda is that of 
animal and plant pests. The Con- 
ference will have before it recent 
developments of applied science 
in efforts to combat these. In 
an article on ‘thisvsubject in the 
“Evening Standard” Mr. Julian 
Huxley, Professor of Zoology ‘at 
King’s College, London, points 
out that ‘noxious insects -like the 
cotton” boll weevil or gipsy moth 
inflict damage in the British Em- 
pire to the amount of ‘tens of mil- 
lions in a few months, 

~" Noxious Plants. 

There are noxious plants like 
the prickly pear, which last year 
was robbing Australia’ of'an acre 
of land every minute, or like the 
blackberry in New Zealand, which 
in its new environment has form- 
ed “impenetrable jungles over 
hundreds of square miles ef what 
was once fine dairying land. 

Luckily these insects and these 
weeds have also their own parti- 
cular ‘insect enemies*and many of 
these latter attack nothing but 
ore animal-or plant. 

Mr. Huxley reveals that under 
the’ anspicés’ of the Empire 
Marketing Board a “parasite 
zoological garden” has been estab- 
lished-in this coantry from which 
duly tested and warranted para- 
sites. may be shipped-to all quar- 
ters of the Empire to help des- 
troy animal and plant pests.-r 
British Wireless Service.

An interesting, lecture on’ Stars 
was given at the Helena May In- 
atitute yesterday by the Rev. J. 
Kirk Maconachie, the lecture being 
the first of a series arranged by 
the Institute. “

had been made in scientific Instru- 
ments with which to: discern the 
heavenly : bodies, the speaker 
doubted whether in our . modern 
age as much was known to the 
average citizen ‘as. was known {0- 
the ‘ancients...

It has been aptly said that the 
British Commonwealth «has been 
well served by practical idealiats, 
and has been largely spared the ex- 
pense of dangerous visionaries, If 
this'is ‘so in the big. sense, it ap- 
plies, 1 believe, with even: greater 
force in the matter of the intelll- 
gent employment of the medium of 
wireless telephony. It is precisely 
for the reason that we yield:to no 
one in keenness on Empire conso- 
lation through wireless that I con- 
tinue to resist proposals which ‘I 
am sure are inimical, not only to 
the best interests of wireless but 
also ultimtely to.the well-being of 
the British Empire: itself.
